1. PARA 3 REFTEL REFERS TO SPEECH KING MADE SUBSEQUENT TO 
SEPT 17 PRESS CONFERENCE IN WHICH HE, IN SPANISH VIEW, 

REITERATED SOME "SABER-RATTLING RHETORIC." SPANIARDS 
NO DOUBT HAD IN MIND KING'S REMARKS OF SEPT 27 TO 
DELEGATIONS FROM CASABLANCA AND RABAT-SALE. KING, 

SPEAKING IN GENERAL TERMS, STRESSED THEME THAT MOROCCO 
WOULD CARRY OUT INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL COMBAT (FOR RECOVERY 
OF SAHARA) BY ALL PACIFIC AND POLITICAL MEANS, BUT WOULD USE 
ANOTHER APPROACH IF NECESSARY, IN LIGHT OF KING'S RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF COUNTRY. HE WENT ON TO ASK CITIZENS 
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TO EXERT SUBSTANTIAL EFFORT FOR SAHARAN BROTHERS. 

2. COMMENT: WE WOULD NOT REPEAT NOT INTERPRET THESE 
REMARKS BY KING AS SIGNALLING ANY NEW THOUGHTS ON SAHARA 
NOR AS RETREAT FROM POLITICAL APPROACH CONVEYED IN HIS 
PRESS CONFERENCE OF SEPT 17.
